Zt is my conviotion that, without further delay, 
Legislation showld be enacted whereby necessary steps may be 
taken towards the consummation of a plan to provide addition 
al funde for road construction and thereby assure increased 
progress in line of the completion of our state highway 
syatem, From every section of the state comes insistent 
demand for more and better highways, 1% may readily bo said 
that this urge for road Improvement is well founded for la 
this age of extensive motor travel, highways constitute a 
most important factor in the economic development of the state 
and its resources and in the general welfare of our people. 
Progress mada in the construction of substontiel hichwoys 
will be almost entirely gauged by the amount of funds svalile 
able for the prosecution of work, Wa should have answer to the 
question of "What dan Wyoming afford to de towards greoter 
progress In completing the state highway system?” Or pute 
ting the question another way "Can Wyoming afford not to use 
ony resources within our reasonable moans in promoting Pur«w 
ther highway improvement?" The situation relating to these 
queries will be disoussed briefly in the following. 


The Nineteenth State Legislaturs engoted Law: ro.

Utah 1s the only state shown with as Limited a 
program as Wyoming and it de to ne noted that the road 
mileage of that state ie only about one-half that of oun 
own, With Montena to the north spending $8,000,000, Nebraska 
to the sust #6y500,000, Colorado to the south $5,600,000 and 
Idaho to the woat $3,006,006 ih is obvious that Wyoming will 
suffer serlovusly in comparison unless we adopt means to step 
up to some extent, It is not to be prosumed that Wyoming 
with its more limited developed resotirdas can held puna al tow ` 
gether with surrounding states, but the situation requires 
consideration by reason of its argument that we should de as 
much ag our reasonable moate will afford, The comparison

Tor Wyoming 
this allowed the addition of about 400 miles to the federal 
aid aystem and thus, upon agreement with the TY, Se Burean 
of Roads as to the atretches of roads to be ineluded, we wlll 
find the primary system of oo extended from 34100 to 
4,500 milena ile the additional mileage includes only im» 
portant stretches of vroad and federal, add will be extended

| Durlug recent years and prior to the year 1929 
the population at the Wyoming State Ponttentiary at Rawlins | 
was poldom in excess of 900, The present year has witnessed 

a large itmrease in the number of prisoners and at the time i 

of my inepection upon November Mist, 1929, the prison popis 
lation numbered 356, Upon Monday of this week the number was

This unexpected increase in prisoners dausés a 
serious overcrowded condition at the ponitentiarys The present 
cell bloek contains 136 cells with two men housed An each 
cell, Thig accounts for 272 of the inmates. 28 of the 
older mon arc housed in a dormitory room at one end of the 
nell block bows as the bull pens 11 men are upon work at 
the Saratoga Hot Springs State Reserva, The romaining 52 
men are trusties and employed upon work both inside and out. 

side the buildings of the institution. The situation will 
be récopnized as serious and any material further inoréase 
in the number of prisoners would make it critical, 


ln order to remedy this overcrowded condition at 
the penitentiary i+ is proposed to construct an addition to 
the cell bloo, Tt is estimated that an addition to the 
building holding the cell, Block and provision for 40 addis 
tional cells housing three men each, would cost about 
$135,000, If wa weve to anticipate a continuing inercase 
in population of the institution to the extent eviderced 
this year, it would be apparent at ones that such an addi- 
tion would not provide adequate accommodations for any but 
2 limited time in the future.

The plen of two men in a celi should be tareciy 
ayolded. Social evils have been found of serious ronseon)ence 
when such plan is followed in prisong, Of necessity two men 
are placed in every tell st Rawlins under the preset situ- 
ation, Howerery by a proper selection of men the two men 
in a cell system conla be used to a certain extent and 14 
is probable that 325 men could be properly housed in cells 
with the proposed addition af 40 three+men Gelle, Tt would 
seem Logieal to comtinue the institution at Rawlins as a 
place for the confinenent of hardened criminals and those ` 
convieted of the more serious offenses, If a plan for cm- 
ployment of prisoners is worked out in connection witi the 
Reformatory 14 would appear that the papuletion at Rawlins 
could be Limited to 400 men for some yoars to come, It is 
recomonded that at icast an additional 40 gelis for three 
men each bé added to the cell block. The estimated cost 
ef sneh addition is given os $155,000. An additional $15,000 
is recommended for other improvements of a permanent nature 
such ss a possible enlargement of tha dining room. 


. Only yesterday at Auburn, New York, oceurred another 
prison outbreak to make us mindful of prompt attention to 
remedy an unfavoereble situation at the Rawlins Institution. 
The fact that our penitentiary is efficiently managed and 
apparently under good control should not prevent us from pro” 
viding improvements in the penitentiary plant that would soem 
to recommend themselves. 


The importanee of an appropriation for these par- 
poses is apparent at this time. SIL have been impressed by 
the occurronce of the sorious prison riots of the past Few 
months. The oteurrence at Candin City In our neighbor state 
to the south only a short time aro impresses us with the netes- 
sity of safcguards agains} disturbances in our own penitentiary, 


At tho time of the preparation of the last budget 
for tho Girls? Industrial Institute located at Sheridan it 
wae the thought of the Ludget Officer that only a dormitory 
puilding should be added in order to nrovide room for the 
inoreaping population of the institution. Subsequent to the 
adjournment of the roguler session of this Legislatures the 
Superintendent of fhe institution was able to convince the 
Board of Charities and Reform that a building to cmbrace 
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mue more than dormitory facilities ghoula be constructed. 
A plan was presentes to prorido a budlding with dining yoo, 
kitchen, laundry and sewing room and other facilities that 
would provide emploeymont end training for e group of giris 
in the now building along the same lines as that provided 
for the group in the originel building, The Board decided 
to approve of the consteuetion of the larger plant sven 
though it wold be necessary to Pind other means then the 
appropriation allowed by the Legislature for the furnishing 
and equipping of same,

The water supply for the institution, as provided
